Cannot Allow War to End 
In Dishonoring Compromise, 
Says Asquith in Commons 


When He Asserts That 

Allies Will Demand Ade- 

quate Reparation for Past, 

and Adequate Security for 

Future. 

ASKS VOTE OF CREDIT 

FOR BILLION AND HALF 
FOR CARRYING ON WAR 


Daily Average Expendi- 
tures Over $25,000,000--Re- 
views Allies’ Campaigns. 
Still Opportunity for 
Greece to Join Entente, 
He Says. 


London, October 11.—“This is no time 
for faltering counsel or wavering pur- 
pose,” said Premier Asquith in ad- 
dressing the house of commons today. 
“This war cannot be allowed to end 
in some patched up, precarious and 
dishonoring compromise masquerading 
under the name of peace. 

“No one desires to prolong for a sin- 
gle moment longer than is necessary 
the tragic spectacle of bloodshed and 
destruction, but we owe it to those 
who have given their lives that their 
supreme sacrifices shall not have been 
unavailing. 

“The ends of the allies are well 
known. They “have been frequently 
stated. They are not selfish; they are 
not vindictive, but they require ade- 
quate reparation for the past and ade- 
quate security for the future.” 

The house cheered the premier loud- 
ly as he made these remarks in con- 
cluding his address, after moving a 
vote of credit for £300,000,000, bringing 
up the total for the current financial 
year to £1,350,000,000. 

Parliament, said the premier, had 
been asked to vote for war purposes 
what was equivalent to the aggregate 
expenditure for twenty years before 
the war, although that period includ- 
ed the South African war. When he 
moved the last vote of credit in July 
he estimated the average rate of ex- 
penditure at approximately $5,000,000 
daily. That forecast had proved almost 
exactly correct. 

Great Britain’s Expenditures. 

At the commencement of the present 
week, the premier contined, there was 
still in hand £100,600,000, which would. 
carry on untjl October 17. He gave the 
aggregate expenditure in 113 days of 
the financial year as: Army, navy and 
munitions, £379,000,000; loans to allies 
and dominions, £157,000,000. food sup- 
plies, railways, etc., £33,000,000. The 
daily average of expenditures had ‘ris- 
en slightly, he said, and was £5,070,000 
for the last 77 days of the financial 
year. Expenditures for the army had 
fallen off slightly, while those for mu- 
nitions had increased. Loans to Great 
Britain’s allies and dominions were ex- 
ceeding the bucget estimate at the 
present rate. Tiey would not be safe 
in assuming that expenditures in the 
future would be less than £5,000,000 
daily. 

Surveying the progress of the war 
since the last vote of credit, the pre- 
mier said he thought the weatner hal 
hampered operations in the secondary 
but that in Mesopctamia 
substantial progress had been made 
with rail and river communications. 
The defeat of the Turks east of the 
Suez canal had gone far to remove *lie 
danger of attacks on the canal and 
had impaired Turkish prestige im Ara- 
bia and Syria. In western Egypt the 
Senussi tribesmen had been reduced tu 
impotence. The allied armies on the 
Saloniki front had inflicted heavy 
losses on their opponents and pre-

ALLIES’ ULTIMATUM 
TO GREECE DEMANDS 
CONTROL OF FLEET 


Greek Forts and’ Piraeus- 
Larissa Railway Also In- 
cluded in the Demands 
Presented by Vice.

| Dartige du Fournet, commander of the 


Anglo-French fleet in the Mediterra- 
nean, has presented an ultimatum to 
Greece, demanding that Greece hand 
over the entire Greek fleet except the 
armored cruisr Averoff and the battle- 
ships Lemos and Kilkis, to the en- 
tente allies’ by *1° o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon, according to Reuter’s Athens 
correspondent. . 

Demand is also made for the control 
of the Piraeus-Larissa railway. 

“The minfter of marine,” the cor- 
respondent continues, “says Vice Ad- 
miral Fournet’s demands will be com- 
plied with and that the fleet will be 
handed over before the prescribed time. 

“The demands were made as a pre- 
cautionary measure to insure the safe- 
ty of the allies’ fleet.” 

Disturbance Feared. 

It is explained that the dispatch of 
artillery and ammunition to the inte- 
rior, the movements of Greek ships and 
the continued activity of the Reserv- 
ist leagues have aroused fears of a 
disturbance of order at points where 
the ‘allies’ war vessels are anchored 
and also endanger the security of the 
allied troops on the Balkan front. 

Vice Admiral du Fournet demands 
the disarming of the Kilkis, Lemnos 
and Averoff and the dismantling of the 
forts on the sea coast, while the two 
forts commanding the fleet’s moorings

Atlanta Children Pay Visit 


To the German Submarine 


Alfred Austell 


Alfred Austell Thornton and William 
Venable Thornton were the two little 
Americans who were the last visiturs 
to the famous German U-boat 53 a few 
minustes before it went under the sea 
for the perilous return trip to Ger- 
many. The little ones were with their 
mother, Mrs. Walter Roper, and Lieu- 
tenant Roper, who are at present sta- 
tioned at ¢he navy post near Newport, 
R. I.. In a letter to Mrs. Albert Thorn- 
ton Mrs. Roper describes the inacident 
as follows: 

“Can you believe it, when I tell you 
that Billy, the boys and I were the last 
ones on the German sub U-53? 

“About 2:30 on Saturday we heard 
that a German U was in the bay, and 
we got a motorboat and went onit, 
thinking we cotfld circle the doat, if 
nothing else. Instead we were greet- 
ed very courteously, as the family of 
a navy officer, and went aboaril. Billy 
and the boys went below and had a 
good look. The captain, Hans Rose, 
was charming. He remarked the trip 
of seventeen days was rather unevent- 
ful. Yet of the eight torpedoes they 
had when they left Germany, only two 
remained. A boatswain told Billy they

»men stood at attention and saluted us. 


had ‘gotten’ six British ships on the 
way over. 

“Captain Rose looks as if he were a 
boy; about 28 years of age, I should 
say, and looks rather English—very 
tall and slim. The other officers were 
well set up, but had the appearance 
of mere boys. One of them lifted Wi!- 
liam up in his arms and hugged him 
while tears came to his eyes. He re- 
marked he had left a baby girl at home 
with the same blue eyes, and he won- 
dered if he would ever see her again. 
Austell exchanged addresses with on; 
of the younger men, who promised to 
write him on his return to Germany. 
As wé@ were talking at the last of the 
interview a newspaper reporter took 
our pictures—the captain and three of- 
ficers, the boys and me. 

“We came ashore in the admiral's 
barge and as we steamed away tha

forget it! A whistle then and we saw 
them weighing the anchor. After thev 
got under way a bit we saw ‘them 
put out the side lights and submerge. 

“They took on no supplies—no food 
nor fuel."’

Seabrook Overcome 


In Verdun Settor 


Atlanta Man’and His Wife 
Return After Spending 
Five Months in War Zone 
in Service of the Allies. 


Wearing his French officer’s uniform 
and a handsome decoration of the 
French government for bravery upon 
the battlefields of France, William B. 
Seabrook, of the publicity firm of Lew- 
is-Seabrook company, and his wife, ar- 
rived in Atlanta from France last 
night. 

“My wife and I are glad to get back 
to Atlanta from the tornado of death 
and destruction in France,” said Mr. 
Seabrook to a Constitution reporter as 
he stepped off Southern train No. 37 
)}from New York city, last night at the 
Terminal station. 


He Risked His Life. . 


For the past five months Mp. Sea- 
brook has been through this tornado. 
Every day he has subjected himself to 
the shell fire of the German Krupps 
and aerial bombs in order to save the 
lives of wounded Frenchmen. One time 
he lay for hours unconscious from the 
effects of a German gas Cloud that 
overtook his ambulance division on 
the Verdun sector. The master me- 
chanic of his corps missed him at his 
bunk that night, and alone sauntered 
out into the bullet-swept fields of Ver- 
dun to hunt for him. Later he dragged 
Mr. Seabrook’s unconscious body feet 
foremost from underneath his chief- 
tain’s ambulance. . 

“I always wore a gas helmet after 
that,” said Mr, Seabrook. “Yes, I have 
it with me, and a number of other cu- 
rios.”’ 

Mrs. Seabrook sailed from New York 
city last June to be with her husband. 
She secured an appointment as a nurse 
in the great French base hospital at 
Neuilly-Sur-Seine, pres Paris. She only 
saw her husband on his furloughs. 
Sometimes they took excursions into 
the southern part of sunny France to 
be far away from the grim tragedies of 
the battlefields. 

Mrs. ,Seabrook’s work .was more 
pleasant in respects than her husband's. 
She was assigned to an officers’ ward 
in the big French hospital, and by her 
Kindnesses to the wotinded won the 
admiration and love of the wounded 
French officers sent into the hospital 
by her husband.

The Seabrooks sailed from Bordeaux, 
France, over two weeks ago. Their 
ship failed to get out of the harbor of 
Bordeaux with the tide, and this caused 
a day’s wait. All the while their hearts

BRITONS STILL GAIN 
IN GREEK MACEDONIA 


Bulgars and Serbs in Fierce 

Battle Below Monastir. 
Allied Attacks on Cerna 
and Vardar Repulsed. 


New York, October 11.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Berlin 
concedes the capture by the French 
of a German salient near Vermando- 
villers, south of the Somme river in 
France, and also by the British of first 
line trenches near Sailly, north of the 
Somme. Violent counter attacks by 
the Germans on the newly-captured 
positions of the French in the Chaulnes 
wood have been repulsed. In the Vos- 
ges mountains the Germans § invaded 
French trenches, but later were driven 
out. 

On the Struma river in Greek Mace- 
donia the British have made a further 
advance, occupying the town of Papa- 
lova, while the French have taken 
trenches on the heights west of Deved- 
jili, which lies on the Greek-Serbian 
border southwest of Doiran. 

Fierce fighting is going.on between 
the Bulgarians and the Serbs on the 
front below Monastir, the Bulgarians 
having received reinfércements. Ber- 
lin says that along the Cerna river 
and west of the Vardar entente allies’ 
attacks were repulsed. 


BRITONS CAPTURE 
TEUTON TRENCHES 
SOUTH OF SAILLY 


Berlin, October 11.—A German salient 
projecting towards the town of Ver- 
mandovillers, on the battle front south 
of the River Somme, has been cut of! 
by the French forces, it was stated in 
the German official statement given 
out today. 

The announcement follows: 

“On some sections of the front held 
by Grand Duke Albrecht, of Wuerttem- 
berg, and on the Artois front of Prince 
Rupprecht, the British again displayed 
pronounced activity in patrol opera- 
tions. 

“North of the Somme during the 
evening and night, after strong enemy 
artillery preparation, numerous local 
attacks were made, extending far be- 
yond the Ancre to the north. These 
attacks were repeated several times, 
especially from the Morval-Bouchav- 
esnes line. Here the enemy suceed- 
ed in establishing himself on a nar- 
row front in our first line southwest 
of Sailly. Elsewhere he was repulsed 
by our artillery or in hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

“Northeast of Thiepval fighting for 
possession of a small point of support 
has not yet come to a conclusion. 

Salient Cut Off. 

“South of the Somme the French, 
after artillery preparation which last- 
ed several days, succeeded in penetrat- 
ing into our position at the salient 
projecting towards Vermandovillers 
and in forcing back our troops into the 
previously-prepared line, cutting off 
this salient. Genermont 
farms are situated in the 
position. 

“Our aviators brought down four 
aeroplanes behind the enemy lines and 
four behind our own lines.” 

“Army group of the German Crown 
Prince: Near Prunay, southeast of 
Rheims, a German rconnojtering de- 
tachment penetrated into the third line 
of the French trenches and _ took 
prisoners. 

“In the Meuse region (Verdun front) 
the activity of artillery, which has in- 
creased during the last few days, 
reached a point. of great intensity at 
times, particularly east of the river. 
In the evening brief hand grenade en- 
counters took place in the region of 
Thiaumont and Fleury. An attempt of 
the French to advance east of Fleury 
was repulsed.”

South of Gorizia the Austrian line 
was broken between Tobar and Ver- 
toiba, according to Rome, and on the 
Carso front entrenchments between 
Vipacco river and Hill 208 were cap 
tured, Here the town of Novavilla 
and a strong position around the 
northern part of the hill fell into the 
hands of the attackers. Trenches in 
the Trentino region also have been 
won by the Italians and 530 Austrians 
made prisoner. 

In Transylvania the forces of the 
Teutonic allies are continuing their 
drive on the Rumanians along almost 
all of the front. Bavarian troops 
which captured the: Rothenthurm pass 
have now crossed the border into Ru- 
mania. According to Bucharest, which 
admits the retirement of the Ruman- 
ians around Kronstadt, fierce Teutonic 
attacks were repulsed south of Her- 
mannstadt with heavy casualties to the 
attackers.

AUSTRIANS RETREAT 
BEFORE ADVANCE 
OF THE ITALIANS 


Rome, October 11.—(Via London.)—~— 
Italian troops fighting in the Carso re- 
gion southeast of Gorizia have re- 
sumed their march towards  Triest, 
capturing several lines of Austrian 
trenches and more than 5,000 prisoners, 
says the official statement issued by 
the war office today. In addition, they 
have occupied strongly defended 
heights between the Vippaco river and 
Hill 208, taking quantities of arms and 
ammunition. ' 

Through successes on two other 
fronts the Italians captured 1,400 ad- 
ditional prisoners. The advances were 
made in the Cosmagnon sector on Pasu- 
bio, in the Trentino and on the front of 
the Julian Alps, between Tobar and 
Vertoiba, south of Gorizia. The Aus- 
trian line on the Julian front was brok- 
en, the statement adds. 

On the Pasubio front 530 prisoners 
were tak@n and 860 on the Julian front. 
In addition 164 officers were taken in 
the Carso advance. 

Counter Attacks Hepulsed. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“On (Mount Pasubio keen fighting that 
continued throughout yesterday ended 
most successfully for us. During the 
previous night the enemy made strong 
counter. attacks, which we repulse, 
and at dawn, in unfavorable atmo2s- 
pheric conditions, our artillery an:

Savannah, Ga., October 11.—If a sub- 
marine is lurking in waters of the 
south Atlantic coast, as unofficially re- 
ported yesterday, it today had suc- 
cessfully evaded detention. 

Although no additional information 
relative to the submarine unofficially 
reported off the Georgia coast Tuesday 
has been received, the British steamer 


Noya, that cleared from this port to- 
day, has delayed its departure. Local 
agents of the steamer give as their rea- 
son that the boat is not ready to leave 
ort. 

Although submarine rumors continue 
to circulate, no definite news as to the 
supposed sea raider lurking off Tybee 
bar was to be had to day. 

Persons familiar with waters about 
Savannah today scouted the theory 
that nearby islands could be success- 
}fully used as a submarine base. While 
there are many islands near the port, 
practically every one is inhabited and 
passages about them are extremely 
treacherous for a navigator not thor- 
oughly famliar with the shifting mud 
banks. Ossabaw island, one of the 
largest, is a game preserve on which 
care-takers are maintained and which 
is carefully watched for poachers. 

Hundreds of fishermen get their liv- 
ing from waters about Warsaw and 
Ossabaw islands.

ENTENTE OFFERS 
TO ASSIST GREECE. 

Athens, Monday, October 9.—<Via 
London, October 11.)—The entente al- 
lies have again offered to assist 
Greece in case she enters the war, but 
it is ‘understood no new concessions 
have been made. It is learned that 
entente diplomatic circles of Athens 
yesterday advised the French and 
British chancellories, which are charg- 
ed by the other allied governments 
with the negotiations with Greece, to 
reply to King Constantine’s informal 
proposals to depart from  neutralty, 
made to the Greek ministers in Lon- 
don and Paris on September 18, in the 
following sense: 

“While the form in which the pro- 
posals were made is unacceptable and 
the question of Bulgarian occupation 
of Greek soil is considered purely a 
Greek matter in which the entemnte is 
not concerned, nevertheless, should. 
Greece voluntarily abandon neutrality, 
declare war on Bulgaria and decree a 
general mobilization, the entente will 
be disposed to furnish every assist- 
ance in the campaign and to 
other material proofs of benevolent 
interest in the welfare of Greece. It 
is understood, however, that these 
diplomatic assurance’s are not to in- 
terfere in any way with the instruc- 
tions already given the admiral of the 
allied fleets to assure by means of al] 
necessary measures the safety of the 
allied armies in the ea‘st.”’ 

Among entente diplomats this is be- 
lieved to be the limit of concessions 
which the allies are prepared to make 
to facilitate the entry of Greece into 
the war.

“In the Vosges, after violent artil- 
lery preparation, the Germans launch- 
ed a strong attack on Schoenhaizen. 
Some enemy factions reached our 
trenches, but were completely driven 
out of them with severe losses by our 
grenade throwers. 

“Yesterday bombs were dropped by 
the enemy aeroplanes on Belfort and 
Gerardmer. The damage was in'sig- 
nificant. Five shells were dropped 
without any effect in the direction of 
that town by the enemy’s long-range 
artillery. 

“Yesterday, besides numerous sur- 
veilances, reconnaissance and range- 
regulating flights, our aeroplanes 
fought fifteen engagements in the 
Verdun region, fourteen south of the 
River Somme and forty-four north of 
that river.

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ROADS WANT NEW RATE: 
FOR SEA ISLAND COTTON 


Railroads Ask That Present 
Rate Be Raised on Un- 
ginned Staple. 


C. McD. Davis, general freight agent 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad, ap- 
peared before the state railroad com-' 
mission Wednesday at the freight rate 
hearing, and asked the commission to 
change the rates on unginned sea is- 
land cotton in Georgia. 

The carriers propose that the Geor- 
gia commission shall adopt ag intra- 
state in Georgia the interstate scale 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission has upheld from Florida points 
to Blackshear, and which are substan- 
tially the same as the southern classi- 


fication applicable on interstate ship- 
ments. The interstate rates from Flor- 
ida to points to Blackshear are the re- 
sult of a fight continuing over some 
years. The rates from Georgia and 
Florida points to Blackshear were sev- 
eral years ago depressed below the 
rates between other points in Geor- 
gia, the result of which was complaint 
from Valdosta, Quitman and other 
Georgia points. The Georgia carriers 
then had both the intrastate and inter- 
state rates to Blackshear raised to 
bring about a parity. The Brantley 
company protested both to the 
Georgia commission. On the re- 
hearing the Georgia commission or- 
dered practically the old Blackshear 
rates restored and other rates in Geor- 
gia reduced to a parity, with the un- 
derstanding that at the end of the 1915 
season the carriers. might come before 
the commissjon and present the effect of 
these rates a plea for higher rates. 
Due to the fact that the general revi- 
sion was about to be asked, the car- 
riers deferred: this appearance until 
now. 

The Brantley company has been be- 
fore the interstate gommission sever- 
al times to have the Florida-to-Black- 
shear rates reduced, but the commis- 
sion has upheld these rates. and de- 
clared them reasonable, and the car- 
riers are using this position of the in- 
terstate commission as a justification 
for the rates they are now asking in- 
terstate in Georgia. 

The purpose of the carriers is to 
bring about a parity of rates through- 
out the Sea Island cotton-producing 
territory. 

The present rates in Georgia, sald 
Mr. Davis, are low. The carriers pro- 
pose material increases in rates over 
the lines of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic; the Atlantic Coast Line, 
the Georgia, Southern and Florida, the 
Seaboard Air Line and the Southern 
railway. The rates over the Central 
of Georgia would, in practically all in- 
stances, be reduced, the rates on this 
line at present being higher than over 
the other lines mentioned, through the 
operation of a circular of an experi- 
mental nature issued by the commis- 
sion in 1913. 

Randall Clifton, assistant freight 
manager of the Southern railway, pre- 
sented the proposed rates on agricul- 
tural implement and vehicle material 
which would mean substantial reduc- 
ticns in the prestnt rates in practically 
all instances. Mr. Clifton proposed also 
to cancel a number of commodity rates 
on these commodities now existing from 
many points in Georgia, where there 
were formerly manufacturing plants 
which have now been discontinued. 

For the commercial reason that few 
localities can use as many implement 
handles as would be contained inacar 
load of 36,000 pounds, it is asked that 
the car load minimum be reduced to 
30,000 pounds, in order that advantage 
may be taken more generally of car 
load rates. 

S. G. Rains, of the Atlantic Coast 
Line, presented the proposals of the 
carriers on roofing material and slate 
roofing. For roofing material he asked 
that the classification be changed from 
the present class L to class R, and 
that the present description—roofing 
material, consisting of gravel, tar and 
paper, minimum weight 25,000—be 
changed to roofing material, consisting 
of tar or pitch, in bulk or barrels, 
roofing or building paper or felt roofing 
paper in bundles or rolls, gravel or 
slag, car load minimum 30,000 pounds. 

For slate roofing is asked an ad- 

vance from the present class P rating 
to class P plus 25 per cent, and that 
it be specified that this rating apply 
to slaté@ roofing, both material and arti- 
ficial. The rating on slate roofing was 
reduced last April a year ago, and, the 
carriers claim, with apparent cause to 
justify. The rating now proposed is 
slightly in excess of the rating prior 
to April, 1915. 
/ N. B. Wright, of the Central of Geor- 
gia railroad, at the afternoon session, 
took up the question of proposed re- 
vised rates on cotton seed, but did not 
complete his testimony.

New York narrowly missed the 
grewsome spectacle of a lynching when, re- 
‘cently, as told in all the New York papers, 
an angry crowd of men, women and boys 
seized a negro who had stabbed a white 
youth with whom he had had an altercation 
and, after administering a severe beating, 
tied a rope around him and were making 
ready to string him up to an electric light 
pole when the police came and dispersed the 


city 


crowd. 

The New York Herald headlines 
story, “Police Save Negro From Lynching;”’ 
and The Herald's local report leads off as 


the 


follows: 

With a rope tied about his body and 
the loose end of it dangling across the 
steel crossarm of an electric post, Thom- 
as Willis, a negro janitor, Was rescued 
from a mob of infuriated men and wom- 
en last night at One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-first street and Park avenue by po- 
licemen, who rushed into the crowd with 
nightsticks and revolvers drawn. 


The headlines of The New York World 
are: “Negro Fatally Kicked by Mob of 
Lynchers,”’ and The World’s story contains 
the following description of the scenes that 


ensued: 


Immediately a. shout 
men, converging from all 
ed after Willis, who ran 
ington avenue. lie was caught at One 
Hundred and ‘Twentieth street and 
knocked down. From there for a whole 
block through One Hundred and ‘] wenti- 
eth street to Park avenue the mob kicked 
Willis along the pavement. Men fou ht 
with each other to get at him. tis 
clothes were ripped off, his face was beat- 
en in. , 


The police were barely in time to save 
the little of life that was left in him, from 
the lynching party. 

Thus, a lynching scene was staged in 
broad day, in New York city, and the offense 
not that grave one which occasionally causes 
crowds in the south and west to take the 
law in their own hands. 

Lynch law is to be depiored and con- 
demned wherever it is in evidence, but there 
is no telling just when and where the lynch- 
ing spirit may break out! With the crowd 
and the incentive Judge Lynch 1s no respect- 
er of persons or places, and, as in this in- 
stance, the offense need not be the gravest. 
The mob spirit is in the great metropolis, as 
elsewhere; and may flame out on any pre-

So, long-distance critics of lynchings in 
other sections of the country need not leave 
home to hunt trouble—to find texts for their 
sermons on law enforcement. At their own 
doors they are sometimes brought to realize 


that they are not without reproach. 


THE ‘“‘SUNSHINE BANKS.”’ 

In line with the Children's National 
Thrift campaign, which has enabled children 
to become bankers of their own funds, so 
that at the Christmas season they have per- 
sonal accounts to draw on, what is known 
as “a Sunshine Bank system” has been 


established in Kansas City in connection 
with the public schools. 

The Houston Post says that the Sunshine 
bank idea originated with Arthur F. Killick, 
and that in its operations last year some- 
thing like 7,000 children were interested: 

These student depositors handed in 
each day regular deposit slips properly 
made out. 

The deposits were Kept posted to each 
account and records Were placed where 
every interested child could see them. 

But there was no money in the Sun- 
sine bank at the end of the school term. 
It is not a financial institution. For the 
deposit slips that are handed in each day 
are only records of good deeds done. Lit- 
tle kindnesses are recorded there to the 
credit of each child. Everything that has 
brought sunshine into another’s life is 
placed on the depvsit slips and then 
transferred to permanent records. 

The novelty of making out deposit slips 
of good deeds appealed to the school chil- 
dren, and there was a rivalry of record- 
making, so that in the monthly balance of 
the books of the juvenile depositors a good 
showing was made by all or tiiem in the 


Sunshine bank. 
The Houston Post states that the super- 
intendent of the Kansas City schools 


- = 
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strongly commends the Sunshine bank as “a 
fine working plan for reforming the entire 
juvenile population of any city.” 

It is another bright side to the Children’s 
National Thrift campaign, for the one helps 
the other by its moral influence. All that 
is necessary is to get the children interested 
in something for their present and future 
welfare—to start something with a popular 
appeal in it, and then let them run it them- 
selves! 

That is why the Sunshine bank idea has 
worked so well in Kansas City where its 
youthful depositors are constantly increas- 
ing. Seven thousand of them is a pretty 
good record for a Sunshine bank. 


A CLEAR-CUT CASE. 

The American people have never had a 
more clear-cut case before them than that 
of Wilson vs. Hughes. 

The maintenance of peace and the pros- 
perity that has been attained under the 
democratic administration must of them- 
selves insure the re-election of President 
Wilson, unless the people of the United 
States depart distantly from their traditions. 

But aside from that, we have to think 
about our future relations with foreign pow- 
ers. Under President Wilson we have not 
only kept on terms of peace and friendli- 
ness with the great nations now at war, but 
his policies have given every assurance that 
these relations will be steadfastly main- 
tained. 

What might happen in the event of the 
election of Mr. Hughes, in the rupture of 
these pleasant relations, is stated by The 
Louisville Courier-Journal: 

It should be clear to every American 
that if they succeed in turning Wilson 
vut and putting Hughes in they would 
complicate our foreign relations to the 
danger point. Thus far Mr. Wilson has 
made no mistake in handling the Euro- 
pean situation. Mr. Hughes is showing 
himself every day unequal to the com- 
prehension of rudimentary home politics 
—the merest boy with a rattle—and, 
given a foreign problem to deal with, his 
hands tied by his obligation to the Ger- 
man-American alliance, there is no know- 
ing whither he might lead us. 

A change in the administration now has 
within it the dangerous possibilities of not 
only undoing what has been done in the 
building of purely American sentiment as 
against the sinister efforts of some of our 
foreign population, but of turning against us 
almost every. one of the European nations 
with whom we have made fast and valuable 
friendships. 

How there can possibly be any question 
as to the best political policy for the Ameri- 
can people is a mystery. 

Fact, achievement and possibility as to 
the future, so far as the best interests of 
the people of the United States are con- 
cerned, indisputably call for the re-election 
of President Wilson in November. 


THE FARMS OF FRANCE. 


A correspondent of The New York Even- 
ing Post says that “it has been a great 
problem of the war how to cultivate the 
farms of France,” for the sturdy peasant 
farmers, efficient in bringing the soil to 
fruitfulness—in getting the most out of it, 
are all fighting at the front; but with the 
scientific farming methods of France the 
yield is satisfactory, though the work is 
done by old men, women and children. 

It is stated that German prisoners have 
been pressed into service, “but they seem 
to have left their efficiency behind them in 
their own country;” though, for the most 
part, they are good farmers, they will not 
farm for France! 

But there is where scientific 
methods make up for the loss of labor. 
New York Post correspondent says: 


farming 
The 


The sum of the present matter is that 
Iranee, agricultural France, is keeping 
up her intensive cultivation in spite of 
the strain of war. It is this which has 
made France in ordinary years self- 
suffieient in wheat and most other grain. 
An American may surely add that, where 
the loosely cultivated, but less worn, 
ficlds of his Own country yield seventeen 
bushels to the acfe, this French soil, 
worn with crops for a thousand years, 
but cultivated like a garden, gives 
twenty-three bushels. French peasants 
were always quick to profit by experi- 
ence and infinitely patient in their in- 
dividual labor at their land, but this 
triumph of intensive cultivation is scien- 
tific as well. The increase in the yield of 
French wheat fields since government 
aided in spreading these scientific meth- 
ods has often ‘been as much as a third. 


The point is made that all this “will tell 
for the recovery of France from the losses 
and waste of war,” and the tribute to the 
French peasants is that “if they had not 
been good farmers before the war, willing 
to learn as well as to labor, they would not 
now be such good fighters.” 

France’s system of scientific farming, 
where the soil, “worn with the crops of a 
thousahd years,” still gives abundant yields, 
is indeed a lesson to America. But for 
this improved, intensive cultivation, under 
the stress of such war conditions, famine 
had been felt ere now. 

The farms of France fight for her life 
as surely as her soldiers at the front. 

Even if the Thanksgiving turkey is on 
the high-price perch he may be too tough 
to tackle, anyway.

Democratic Executive Committee 
Considers Contests for Assembly 


Three contests between candidates for 
the next general assembly, one for the house 
and two for the senate, were acted on by 
the state executive committee at the first 
meeting of the new committee which con- 
vened in the ballroom of the Kimball house 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. In addi- 
tion to this a committee of three, consisting 
of Albert Howell of Fulton, B. H. Hardy of 
Pike and J. W. Quincy of Coffee, was ap- 
pointed to draw up rules to gevern primary 
elections to be held under the committee’s 
direction. 

About two-thirds of the membership of 
the committee were present when the meet- 
ing was called to order by Chairman J. J. 
Flynt. The business transacted was disposed 
of in about an hour. A motion of T. KE. 
Massengale that each of the contests before 
the committee be referred to a subcommit- 
tee of seven with authority to take final 
action binding on the whole committee, was 
passed. A substitute offered by J. W. Ar- 
nold that the committee refer each of these 
contests back to the people to be voted on 
in the November election faile@ to be voted 
on. Another resolution by Mr. Massengale 
was that violation of the rules of the 
State committee should be sufficient ground 
for ruling the candidate violating them out 
of the election. This resolution was referred 
to the committee on rules. 


The Three Contests. 


The contests which engaged the attention 
of the committee were those of L. H. Peeples, 
contestant, against E. H. Beck, senator from 
the forty-third senatorial district; C. E. Stew- 
art, contestant, against John Paulk for rep- 
resentative from Coffee county; and Oscar 
Brown, contestant, against J. G. G. Logan for 
— from the thirty-third senatorial dis- 
rict. | 

The committees appointed were as fol- 
lows: 

Beck-Peeples Contest—Byron Bower, 
chairman; T. E. Massengale, H. J. Quincy, 
John W. Arnold, Green F. Johnson, Dr. W. J 
Mathews and J. Gordon Jones. 

Paulk-Stewart Contest—Julian B. McCur- 
ry, chairman; J. A. Bodenhamer, J. Pratt 
Adams, J. G. Perry, D. B. Bullard, J.

Hearing Is Postponed. 


In the Beck-Peeples contest, which is 
based mainly on charges made that unregis- 
tered voters were allowed to vote, Jesse M. 
Sellers, Herbert Clay and C. M. King, attor- 
neys for Peeples, asked for more time in 
which to prepare the evidence they wished tg 
present. W. E. Mann, attorney for Beck, 
announced ready, but the committee agreed 
to postpone hearing the case until Saturday 
October 21. 

The Logan-Brown contest for the sen- 
ate in the thirty-third district was decided 
in favor of J. G. G. Logan, who had been 
elected on the face of the returns. The con- 
testant, Brown, alleged that the candidates 
had been voted on in only one county, Banks, 
while there were several in the district, and 
they maintained that the voters in the other 
counties had not been given a right to ex- 
press themselves. In deciding in Mr. Lo- 
gan's favor, the committee went on record 
as favoring the time-honored custom of ro-

Contest Run Over, 


After hearing from both sides at length, 
the committee decided that the names of 
both candidates should be printed on the bal- 
lot and the contest run over at the Novem- 
ber election. Both sides stated that they 
would be satisfied to have the race over 
and let the people pass on the contest. 

Messrs. Beck and Stewart are represent- 
atives in the present house from their re- 
spective counties, Murray and Coffee. 

By the action of the Macon convention, 
the executive committee is composed of sev- 
enty-two members, twenty-four from the 
state-at-large and four from each of the 
twelve congressional districts. Twenty-one 
of the state-at-large members have already 
been announced. Under instructions from 
the convention, the three places left open 
were to be filled by the state chairman, 
J. J. Flynt, Hugh M. Dorsey, governor-elect, 
and Judge Frank Harwell, his campaign 
manager. Judge Flynt announced Wednes- 
day that Henry A. arver, of Albany, had 
been agreed upon to fill one of these places.

(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 

During a recent session of the short win- 
ter coursg.in highway engineering of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, President A. D. Gash, of 
the Illinois State Highway commission, de- 
livered an address in which he discussed 
various features of road construction and 
pointed out the broad relationship of paved 
highways to civilization and to other civil- 
izing agencies in every field. 

“If this generation would undertake,” said 
he, in the course of his remarks, “with the 
means, facilities and improvements we have, 
to build every public thoroughfare in the 
state of Illinois, comprising 96,000 miles 
of highways, of the best type of road that 
we know, which, in my opinion, is a vitri- 
fied brick road, built by the monolithic con- 
struction, and if built 18 feet in width 
to every home in the state within a period of 
30 years, it would not be half the herculean 
undertaking that our forefathers undertook 
and consummated in bringing this splendid 
community up to the present state of cul- 
tivation and civilization that we find it to- 
day. In less than a century the people of 
this State have brought the land into culti- 
vation, erected the schools, the churches, 
the homes, the manufactories and the places 
of amusement that we enjoy. In other 
words, they have made this region worth, if 
estimated in dollars, billions of treasure:

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Hearst Service Shut Out : 
For Manuf acturing News 
Of Europe in New Y ork 


By Associated Press. 

London, October 11-—The morning 
newspapers publish in conspicuous 
places the official order denying the 
Hearst International News Service fur- 
ther use of the official press bureau 
and the use of cables and all other 
facilities for transmission of news be- 
cause of its “garbling of messages and 
breach of faith.” The order appears 
under headings as “No British News 
for Hearst,” “News Made in America,” 
and “American Agency’s Garbling of 
Messages.” 

The Daily Press says by way of com- 
ment: 

“The Daily Express repeatedly has 
called attention to anti-British lies 
printed in American newspapers con- 
trolled by William R. Hearst—the New 
York American, The Chicago Examin- 
This ‘news’ 
is supplied by the International News 
Service, which is entirely a Hearst or- 
ganization. These papers will not have 
a line of Hearst’s news today. This ac- 
tion follows repeated breaches of faith 
by the Hearst organization. One of the 
latest instances was a message in The 
Chicago Examiner headed ‘London in 
Flames,’ and purporting to describe a 
Zeppelin raid. It was never sent from 
London.” 

Deliberate Falsification. 

In an extended editorial The 
says: 

“The disciplinary measure taken 
against the International News sServ- 
ice is a satisfactory sign that the gov- 
ernment appreciates the importance of 
dealing drastically with lying news 
agencies. The tone of Mr. Hearst's 
newspapers is strongly anti-British, 
but the action of the government has 
not been inspired by any resentment at 
their opinions, It is in consequence of 
deliberate falsification of intelligence 
of which the International News Serv- 
ice has been repeatedly found guilty. 

“While we rejoice that our govern- 
ment has inflicted proper punishment 
upon an unscrupulous news agency, we 
trust that the measures taken will not 
be regarded by the people of this coun- 
try as involving any slur upon the char- 
acter and conscientiousness of the Unit- 
ed States press as a whole. The repu- 


tation of the great majority of Amer- 
ican journals for fairness and honesty 


Times 


stands above reproach and it has again 
and again been vindicated during the 
war. We imagine, indeed, that the 
American press and public will be 
grateful to the British authorities for 
having punished wrong-doers and espe- 
cially for having made public the 
grounds for the action taken. The dis- 
semination of accurate news its at all 
times a matter of high importance. We 
trust our authorities will extend their 
laudable energy in other directions also 
and visit with similar punishment other 
news agencies or journals which may 
be convicted of publishing garbled in- 
telligence from this country.” 
Printed as London News. 

The Chronicle says: 

“The government has taken a well 
justified step in depriving the Interna- 
tional News Service of all telegraphic 
and mail facilities. The reason is not 
that Mr. Hearst’s papers &re pro-Ger- 
man, but that they have repeatedly 
published as coming from this coun- 
try news which did not in fact come 
from it. 

“These sham messages have been 
printed as messages from London. It 
is obvious that if such abuse were tol- 
erated the censorship would become of 
less than no value, since the American 
public would be given the impression 
that our censor had passed statements 
which in fact he had never seen.” 

The Westminster Gazette says the 
“government acted rightly in refusing 
further facilities for transmission of 
news from this country by the Interna- 
tional News Service,” and after re- 
counting the charges against the agen- 
cy, concluded: 

“Readers of Hearst papers will know 
in the future that telegrams purport- 


ing to come from England have no 
origin there. We are heartily glad the 
government has inflicted proper pun- 
ishment for a very unscrupulous piece 
of work.” - 

The Globe says the . action of the 
home secretary will “be applauded by 
all honest people.” 


Inasmuch as The New York Ameri- 
can, The San Francisco Examiner and 
The Los Angeles Examiner are ASsso- 
ciated Press papers, the statement that 


the Hearst papers will not have a line 
of English news does not apply as to 
these three papers.

In the 
two innings he held command hes 
fanned three of the six batters that 
faced him and allewed but one hit. 

Of the four twirlers in the ganie 
Leonard’s work was the best. He ?l- 
lowed but five hits in nine innings, 
struck out three, gave four bases on 
balls and made one wild pitch. Boston 
collected ten hits off Brooklyn’s three 
pitchers for a total of fifteen bases, 
while the Superbas secured five hits 
for eight bases. Hooper made the 
only base steal of the day, and the 
Red Sox used ibut nine players to the 
home club’s fifteen. 

Weather conditions were the hest of 
the series to date. It was a perfect 
Indian summer day with a clear sky 
and just the suggestion of a south 
wind. Notwithstanding the weather 
and Brooklyn’s victory of the preced- 
ing day, the stands showed many va- 
cant seats, although the attendance 
was a trifle larger than on Tuesdny. 
The official figures showed that 21,662 
spectators were present, and that the 
receipts were $72,840. Of this sum 
the players will receive $39,333.60; each 
club $13,111.20, and the national com- 
mission $7,284. 


Division of Receipts. 


The total figures for the four games 
to date are as follows: Attendance, 
120,239; receipts, $301,717.50; players’ 
share, $162,927.45; each club’s” share, 
$54,309.17; national commission’s share, 
$30,171.75. 

The players’ share of the receipts for 
the first four games will be divided up 
on a basis of 60 per cent €o the win 
ner of the series and 40 per cent to the 
loser, Which will give $97,756.49 to b: 
divided among the members of the 
winning club and $65,169.98 fcr the 
losing club players. 


Detailed Play.

A Mine Explosion in the First Inning Was Followed by a 
Terrific Bombardment in the Second, Says Fullerton. 
Series Will End Today, He Thinks.

Brooklyn, October 11.—(Special.)— 
The tumult and the shouting died, the 
captains, kings, scalpergs and __ royal 
rooters departed from Brooklyn late to- 
day. The Red Sox had convinced all 
Save a few Dodgers’ fans that this 
world’s series is verging upon a quick 
finish. 

Today the Red Sox were extraordina- 
rily convincing. They handed the 
Dodgers a handicap of two runs a8 a 
starter, were driven back onto their 
second line trenches and only staved 
off one of those copyrighted Dodger 
attacks by coolness and quick thinking. 


By trapping an over-zealous Dodger off 
third they stopped the rally. 

All Brooklyn went wild, but evident- 
ly the Brooklyn fans were not at that 
time familiar with their foes. It seems 
to make the Red Sox peevish for a 
team to swarm upon their pet pitchers, 
and they jumped back at Rube Mar- 
quard and with two long wallops turn- 
ed the tide. 

Then Leonard settled and pitched one 
of those famous careful studious games 
for which he is famed. .While his team 
settled back to the old army game of 


jadding a run at a time to their work-

Leonard’s Blunder. 

Only once during the remainder of 
the game was Leonard in Dutch, and he 
was to blame.

Just why he wanted a sacrifice at that 
stage is uncertain. 

Two runs would have tied the game 
but not won it and it looked as if the 
play was to attack fiercely and strive 
for a big buneh of tallies. Leonard 
pitched with exceeding care, and forc- 
ed Olson to pop up a weak bunt fly. 
He fought Meyers to a finish in the 
pitching and the chief could hit only a 
weak fly after working the count down 
to three balls and two strikes. 

Brooklyn Stopped. 

Brooklyn had been stopped, but re- 
fused to admit it, for Robinson with- 
drew Marquard and sent Pfeffer in to 
make a clean-up drive.

UNDER LIQUIDATION 


Market Closes at Lowest | 
Quotations Following Day | 
of Heavy Liquidation--De- 
cline Attributed to Subma- 
rine Fears. 


———— 


New York, October 11.—-Extreme sus- 
ceptibility to liquidation and pressure 
today indicated that the stock market | 
was still suffering from the shock of 
the early week, when prices fell 5 to 
15 points on the news of German sub- 
marine operations. Gross declines to- 
day of 2 to 5 points were registered 
by many of the more speculative issues, 
while representative shares yielded 
from 1 to 3 points. 

Lowest quotations were recorded in 
the final hour, that period witnessing 
the heaviest selling of the séssion. 
Initial dealings were mainly at higher 
levels, but this advantage was of 
brief duration, gains in every impor- 
tant instance being surrendered be- 
fore noon. 

Under the surface there were signs 
that public interest was again lackitcg, 
a condition ascribed to the natural dis- 


inclination of that element to take on 
new commitments because of the pos- 
sibility of some untoward incident over 
the approaching holiday. The short in- 
terest evidently seized upon this situ- 
aki@n as an opportunity ‘to extend ifs 
lines, concentrating its attacks, as 
usual, upon United States Steel, Read- 
ing and some of the prominent equip- 
ment and war issues. 

Operations for the decline were ac: 
companied by disquieting reports and 
rumors. Mercantile Marines were nota- 
bly heavy, the preferred falling under 
the minimum of Monday to 104. Repub- 
lic, Lackawanna and Crucible steels 
were lower by 2 to over 4 points, with 
equal declines for leading equipments 
and motors. Various miscellaneous is- 
sues yielded to the same extent on 
moderate pressure, but rails were rel- 
atively steady, extreme recessions 
rarely exceeding 1 to 1% points. 

Total sales aggregated 1,375,006 
shares. News bearing upon the mar- 
ket, so far as it dealt with industrial

altogether favorable, including in- 
creased inquiries for steel and copper, 
both at advancing prices.

| Depression in wheat began as soon 
as the market opened. Word was at 
hand that the first development un- 
der the new plan of complete govern- 
ment control of wheat imports for 
the United Kingdom was the buying 
of an immense stock in Australia, 
18,500,000 bushels. So far as could be 
learned, no purchases at all were made 
in the United States, and, instead of 


/ an 

‘number of vessels available for the 
l transport of wheat from this country, 
{current advices told only of arrange- 
ments for enlarged loadings in Aus- 
tralia. The bulls were also handicap- 
ped by continued rumors that the 
stocks of wheat in Canadian terminal 
elevators would be commandeered, and 
by a renewal of peace gossip. 

Selling on the declines in the wheat 
market appeared to be overdone, as 
a rallying tendency was displayed at 
times during the last half of the ses- 
sion. One reason seemed to be that 
the peace talk did not appear to have 
any substantial fresh basi's, but rested 
on recent statements from banking 
sources that Germany was about to 
make overtures for a cessation of hos- 
tilities, 

Corn sagged with wheat. The pre- 
vailing fine weather was also an ad- 
vantage to the bears. For the most 
part, oats merely reflected the weak- 
ness of other grain. Selling pressure 
was not of an aggressive character. 

Peace talk was regarded as bulli'sh 
by the provision trade. Higher prices 
on hogs tended further to lift the 
market.

New York, October 11.—The local mar- 
ket for raw sugar was quieter today and 
while there were no sales reported for local 
account an outport refiner bought 15,000 
bags of Cubas for prompt shipment at 6c,

'for Centrifugal. Local refiners who had 
‘purchased quite freely earlier in the week 
did not appear willing to pay this price, 
although they would pay last pricey for 
prompt shipment, but holders were fivm in 
their views and were asking 544c, which was 
1-l6c over refiners’ ideas. In the absence 
of business spot prices remained nominally 
unchanged at 61-léc for Cubas, cost and 
freight, equal to 6.08 for Centrifugel and 
5.18 for molasses, but the undertone was 
firm.
